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LONG QUITS CABINET 


Secretary Of Navy Retires And 


Moody, Of Massachusetts, is 


Made His Successor. 


PI1IC LIFE FOR 


Washington, March 10.—The third 


change in the cabinet of President 
Hoosevelt occurred today when Sec- 
retary Long submitted his resigna- 
tion in a graceful letter, it being ac- 
cepted iu one equally felicitous by 
the president. The change was made 
complete by the selection of Repre- 
sentative Wdlliam Henry Moody, of 
the Sixth congressional district, of 
•Massachusetts, as Mr. Long's suc- 
cessor' in the navy department. 


This change has been expected for 


a long time. Mr. Long had intended 
to retire at the beginning of the late 
President McKinley's second term, 
,but he consented to remain until cer- 
tain lines of policy in whicli he was 
involved, were more 
satisfactorily 


arranged. 
Then when President 


Boosevelt succeeded, though anxious 
to return to private life—for Secre- 
tary Long will never again enter 
public life—a strong feeling of loy- 
alty towards Mr. Roosevelt induced 
the secretary to defer his retirement 
until it was convenient for the presi- 
dent to make a change. Recently 
Mr. Long has been in Massachusetts 
making arrangements iwitb. his old 
legal connections 
to 
re-enter the 


practice of law and he has had his 
house at Hingham put in order for 
his occupation. When Mr. Long en- 
tered the cabinet originally he was 
an active member of the firm of 
Hemingway A Xong, a well known 
legal firm of Boston. He always has 
maintained a silent connection with 
^HIA ffrnwYi 
and -will a^ain become 


an active partner.

BIADE GOOD TIME. 


Prince Henry arrived in this city 


At 10:20 o'clock, the special train 
having made the urn 
from

York in exactly two hours. Broad 
street station contained probably the 
largest ciowd in its history and the 
first appearance of the pi-ince as he 
alighted from <the private car "Col- 
umbia" was the signal for tan ovation 
whicli was continuous as long as the 
distinguished guest remained iu 
sight of ithe multitudes gathered to 
extend a popular welcome. 


The prince was met at the railroad 


station by the 
citizens' reception 


committee, headed by Mayor Samuel

"The Sin of Ignorance" was the 


theme of -Major George A. Hilton at 
Bethany Presbyterian chuich Sun- 
day evening and the evangelist dis- 
coursed impressively upon the tre- 
mendous personal responsibility of 
failure to accept Otod's offer of eternal 
life. 
The large audience completely 


filled the auditorium of *he church 
ait Boone and Fry streets, and a song 
service preceded the evangelist's ef- 
fort. 
Major Hilton read a sciipture 


lesson fiom Matthew 27, closing with 
veise 29, his text for the evening, 
"Ye do err, not 
knowing the 


scriptures nor tlie power of God.1' 
In part he said: 


"It is thus mide plain that with- 


out a knowledge of the scripture its 
power can not be known; without 
some comprehension, of God's woirl 
there can be no tiue appreciation of 
His matchless message to men. Wil- 
ful ig-norance in the sight of Go;l is 
sin. We are veiy particular to give 
our cMidi en an education. 
We are 


justly proud of our school system* 
and we may well be so. 
The chy 


was when education w^s neglected. 
Compulsoiy education laws then bo- 
came necessary, and I 
fancy you 


have them in this great state of In- 
diana now. 


"And why Is tans? My friends, it 


is because we are responsible to our 
childien to a very large extent for 
their educational equipment. 
The 


ignorant man can not fill an exalted 
position in the woild. The man who 
neglected his opportunities in youth 
will not command <a vciy laigs salary 
in the years of his manhood. But let 
me pause here to caution you, fatlieis 
and mothers, to be very careful wheie 
ycu send your children to school. 
We aie a Christian nation, nominally, 
and for myself I would net employ a 
teacluir who was not equipped with 
the Christ-life, 
Teachers should be 


Christians, but it is a sad fact that 
some of our laiger educational insti- 
tutions today are hotbeds of infi- 
delity." 


WILFULLY IGNORANT. 


Referring more directly to his 


text, 
Major 
Hilton 
continue-i: 


"These Jews, the Pharisees and 
Sadducees were wilfully ignorant— 
ignoiant through piejudice and sin, 
and instead of seeking salvation, they 
attempted to entangle Jesus by ask- 
ing frivolous and immaterial ques- 
tions. 
And human nature is much 


the same today. 
Men squirm and 


haggle and ask some foolish ques- 
tion that has absolutely no bearing 
upon their own salvation rather than 
seek to learn cf the love of God for 
their souls. 
Nothing is so crooked 


as human nature, and if it were not 
for the divine nature to offset 
it, 


time would be no hope for humanity* 


"It's no wonder worldly men can- 


not leconcile Exodus with Revela- 
tions. It's like placing a Greek tes- 
tament into the hands of a six-year- 
old child and expecting him to read 
it leadily. The man who has never 
learned God cannot receive God's 
messages in all their fullness. Can't 
understand scripture? 
Let me tell 


you, 
the trouble is with the in in; 


theie is nothing the matter with the 
scripture. It is not a matter of in- 
tellect, but of the teaching of the Holy 
Spirit, That Spirit is here. 
It is 


sent of God. This is His special dis- 
pensation we are living in and it will 
do as pei feet a work as did Christ 
upon the cross in redemption of our 
sins. That was a complete work. It 
was finished. The Savior stopped noi, 
one incih shoit of Calvaiy. 


"The Light is here. The man in 


ignorance is wilfully ignoiant and 
must take the consequences here and 
the penalty heieaftei. 0, it is tad 
that bright men—men intellectually 
brilliant—will put away the vital 
question of eternal life." 


Major Hilton then related his visit 


to a man 81 years of age who -was 
intently studying his Bible and re- 
ceiving much oomfoit from its prom- 
ises, but regietted that there were 
some things in -the book he did not 
understand. He had been converted 
but a year before, Continuing, the 
evangelist said: ''Converted at the 
age of 80! 
Miiacle of miracles; 


greater than the laU'ing of Lazarus 
fiom the dead, was -the rescue of this 
80-yeai-old dead soul to life eterml, 
How can we expect to live a long life 
of sin. and then in ons brief year ex- 
pect to discein all the things of God? 


LIFE AND EXPECTATION. 


"Yet men expect to get to heaven, 


but they aie educating themselves 
heie for every other line but that of 
heaven. Ye do eir in not knowing 
the «cifpture». 
'Whatsoever a man 


soweth. that shall he reap.* Thert is 
net a farmer in Indiana so fooliah as 
to sow corn and expect to get a crop 
of who*. 


sin and unholuww expect to reap all 
that God has in blessings for those 
who love Him! When God has of- 
fered the richest treasures, men turn 
their backs upon it and yet expect- 
to get eternal life!" 
Jfajnr Hilton 


related an anecdotq of a venerable 
Mohawk Indian who had been a scout 
in the revolutionary aimy and for 
yeais carried about in his poverty a 
dischaige signed by General Wash- 
ington that would have placed him in 
affluence. He 
was ignorant 
and 


thought the valuable document a 
"charm." "My iiiench," said Major 
Hilton, 'Til show you educated, in- 
telligent men mere foolish than this 
poor Ir.l*«n* for tihey hive within 
their grasp eternal life, yet they live 
on without God's richest blesses to 
humanity. 


"Men will study eveiy other way 


but God's way. Yet He says His 
ways are not our ways. 
0, my 


friends, if I were here to parcel out 1o 
you tonight the richest sections of 
a new mining country, I think you 
would all take it. Yet God Almighty 
stands holding <>ut not the mere 
riches of eaith, but the treasures of 
heaven, and says> 'Ask and ye shall 
leceive; knock, and it 
shall be 


opened unto you.' " 
Another anec- 


dote used by the evangelist was that 
of a queer old lady in New York, im- 
mensely rich, and from whom at her 
death a nephew expected to receive a 
large bequest. Instead, came only an 
oil painting of the lady herself, but 
later an accident revealed thousands 
in bonds secreted behind the massive 
frame. 
"That i* the picture cf 


wealth God has for you/* slid Major 
Hilton. "It is not seen by those who 
lack spiritual sight, but hidden be- 
hind the face of Jesus. 
We know 


the power of God; we are told the 
penalty of putting away the riches 
of God. 
The sinner is in poverty 


and distress, but sin has blinded him 
and he doesn't know it. Yet Jesus is 
waiting to shower riches and bless- 
ings upon him. Christ died for men; 
the inheritance is waiting for you 
just as soon as you will claim it. 0, 
unsaved man, unsaved woman, ye do 
eir, not knowing the scripture nor 
the power of God, Err no longer."

You subject yourself ito disappoint- 
ment, for those whom you have in- 
vited, being as independent as your- 
self, may not choose to be placed 
under obligations to you.

their excuses 
(whether' they 


valid or not need not concern us), the 
man who had invited them from self- 
interest received his deserts. That 
they were in a position of financial 
independence to treat his invitation 
as they saw nt is evident from the 
fact that one of them had just pur- 
chased a tract -of land, another had 
bought five yoke of oxen for his

"In th'e exercise of their indepen- 


dence they a'll snubbed the man who 
hud invited 'Miem.

He dis- 
tributes kindness to his fdiowmen 
because he lias a d:£>]ntm#t€a re- 
gard for their welfare, not because 
his eye Is fixed on the

such conduct. The return stroke is 
a blessing to him because he has not 
sought it for ilts cwn sake. 


"A nun ma'de a great supper, and 


he bads iniany. If he did it selfishly, 
he will'be unhappy in the end. If he 
dad it from pure kindness of heart, 
he will enjoy the satisfaction of a 
clear ccnsci«nce. Open the door and 
politely Dismiss :Ugo* from I'he houes 
and do not invite him to call apaJn. 
There was never a psi-soii -who did 
anything fitan a motive or pure, cHs- 
interred kindnsss that did not ic- 
ceive in tthe encl more than he gave, 


"I am persuaded that in our busy, 


active Hfe there is much need of dis- 
cerning 
otearly 
the principle in- 


volved in Christ's parable, 'and mak- 
ing an uncompromising application 
of it to our'daily lives. What a dif- 
ference dt makes in tiie character of 
a young man, and in 'his future pros- 
pects, if he feeds tiva.t his nupioyer's 
intere&ts call for tlhe utmost fids.-lity 
even though the pay in money is 
snvall. I sp&ak of '1'his particularly 
because I have known more than a 
few young fellows to fail jus*, at this 
point. They looked at their salary 
and sought 'to do orly so much work 
as they believed they received pay 
for. 
A fs.ta'1 error. This incident is 


given from 
the 
lips of a certain 


hardware merchant. I merely change 
the names. He said: 'I once had 
two 
clerks. 
James 
was getting 


twelve dollars a week .and Robert 
fifteen. Janies asked for a raise. I 
told him th&t his services would net 
ye-t justify it, and that the business 
could not afford it. He was not sat- 
isfied even after I told him I would 
do better by him just as soon as I 
could. A few days after Robert crit- 
ioisscl James for doing1 a certain job 
in a oaieless manner, 'and James re- 
torted: 'I guess I do it well enough 
for twelve dollars a week!' It was 
in thaic spirit his work was done. He 
was getting only twelve dollars, aiul 
•was determined to earn no more until 
paid more. 
Uobert, on the 
other 


hand, put in his bftst efforts and tried 
to make himself more valuable to the 
business eveiy day. 


" 'I am today payang Robert $2,- 


100 a year, while I vas "compelled to 
discharge James at the end of his 
first year.' Look! A certain young 
man had -a great work to do and he 
invited to it only_ so mucli ability 
and skill and 
faithfulness 
as he 


thought he received pay for. The re- 


sult was that bye and 
bye 


these sent in excuses or refused to 
work, and the young man lost his 
position. Let the boys and girls be 
taught very early that a prime fact- 
or in success everywhere is honest 
fidelity to the work in hand, that 
no one, old or young, has any busi- 
ness to discharge a duty in any but 
the very best way he knows how to 
do it. Let figures take care of them* 
selves. 
And then, one will be far 


more apt to command 
larger pay 


who is every day making himself 
indispensible to his employer. More- 
over, this is the surest 'way of pass- 
ing from a position of dependence 
to one of independence. Besides the 
objective 
advantages in 
such a 


course of life, there is the subjective 
blessing he cannot fail' to receive, 
Think of the character he is build- 
ing. 
Let us take two boys attend- 


ing* our public school, and suppose 
that one of them receives 95 
per 


cent, in -his grade, as the result of 
a month's work, and the other gets 
but 80 per cent. If. in getting his 
80 per cent, he has done his best, 
while the first boy Sin getting 95 per 
cent, has not been faithful, I 
will 


take the 80 per cent, boy every time. 
He has the right sort of stuff in Jiim 
that makes successful manhood. In 
the long run 
he will outstrip the 


first. After all, it is character that 
counts in this world and in the next, 
and a boy will not be likely to de- 
velop a manly character who does 
not make a start toward manliness 
in youth. The man is, or snould be, 
superior to his labor. And with 
every stroke of work foe is adding 
something to that building not made 
with hands, which men call charac- 
ter. The thought that he is a stew- 
ard of Jesus Christ glorifies the most 
irksome tasks and puts, a new song 
into his mouth. 
Remember always 


that manhood is worth more than 
anything else in this world and that 
to redeem :it from the bondage of sin 
God's son died on the cross of Cal- 
vary. 


"A western paper, 
describing a, 


farmer who had become 
possessed 


with the greed for money, uses these 
words: <He made a 
slave of his 


wife, so that she was old at forty, 
and he, himself, 
spent his whole 


days raising corn to feed hogs to buy 
land to raise corn to feed hogs to 
buy land to raise corn to feed hogs to 
buy more land to raise corn to faed 
hogs, etc.' Anyone, in any profes- 
sion or calling in the world, who 
lives a self-centered life, is dwfcrf- 
ing his soul and working himself 
unfit to enjoy the higher things of 
life. He may imagine that he is do- 
ing great things for himself, but 'the 
return stroke' is fatal to his hap- 


pineac. Like the maa wfeft 
wherein to store his goods/ 
down his barns to 'build them !

Pur« and tlllr- 
aduiterated selfishness. He deserved 
to have his invitations slighted *a 


j they were. For he made the supper 
to feed his own vanity.

left alone—himself the only guest 
for whom it really 
had been pre- 


pared. 


"Behold in this man's experience 


so far the inevitable sequence to a. 
selfish purpose when put into execu- 
tion. 


"Quite diffeient is his experience 


when he sends his servants out into 
streets and lanes of tihe city to bring 
in the poor, the maimed, the blind 
and the lame. 
He has plenty at 


guests now. See them limping in, 
and some of them groping, their way 
into his splendid halls, and sitting 
down to his well filled tables. Some 
of them have not had a square meal 
for clays. They may not all appre- 
ciate this sudden invitation, 
but 


the point 
is that 
he appreciates 


them, and in disinterested love and 
the exercise of a fraternal kindness 
ministers to their necessities. 
<His 


own heart is warmed and cheered, 
and perhaps for the first time in all 
his selfish life he catches a glimpse 
of the truth once enunciated by the 
world's Great Physician: 'It is more, 
blessed to give than to receive.' At 
last he is acting from a disinterested 
motive. 
He has nothing to gain 


from them. At last he is dealing 
justly. And, my friend, if you act 
unselfishly and for Christ's sake, 
you may hope to meet that man of 
the parable in the resurrection of the 
just. A certain man made a great 
feast and those who sat down at his 
table were the poor, the maimed, the 
lame and the blind. 'Verily, I say 
unto you, in as much as ye did it 
unto one of the lea,st of them, iny 
brethren, 
Amen.

TERESTING 


It Took Wisdom of High Order, But 


<tihe Judge Had It—The News 


hi Police Circles. 


In his heyd-ay the late lamented 


Billy Bice was considered the "best 
monologue artist and stump-speaker 
that ever graced the minstrel stage. 
Twenty years -ago he convulsed audi- 
ences ia every noteworthy city in the 
United States with his fetump-speech 
in 'bkck face, the opening sentence 
of which was "John Smith had a 
mewl!" John Smith's mule was a 
very funny creature, but he wasn't 
a m'arker to Paul Koqhler's mule, 
which was on triial in Louttit's court 
this morning. It wasn't the mule 
exactly that was on trial, but Koehler 
himself, although the mule was the 
principal 
character 
in the drama. 


K. W. Cecil, who lives ,a close neigh- 
bor to Koediler at the corner of Webs- 
ter street and Bichardville avenue, 
filed an affidavit against 
Koehler 


charging him with violating a city 
ordinance in -that 
he allowed his 


mule, together with Sunday other 
animals, inclu'ding horses, 
ponies, 


cows &n4 goats, to run at large with- 
in the corporate limits. The mule, 
however, was the principal aggressor 
and persisted in tramping 'down flfr. 
Cecil's lawn, browsing off Mrs. Cecil's 
flowers and shrubbery, and occasion- 
ally breaking into the barn and eat- 
ing up the oats and hay considered 
the exclusive property of Mr, Cecil's 
horse. Last Wednesday the. mule 
was pai tidilarly aggressive, and 
after being driven off the property 
three times, -returned and deliberate- 
ly took possession of the bam, in- 
cluding the oats bin. Mrs. Cecil 
went to the Tjara and remonstrated 
with the mule in a perfectly ladylike 
manner, whereupon the 
aforesaid 


mule, without any regard for the pro- 
prieties of the occasion or the prop- 
erty rights 
of the 
remonstrator, 


kicked at her in the most undigni- 
fied manufrr, Fortunately he missed 
her. whereupon Mrs. Ce'cil closed the 
do-or and barred it, holding the mule 
a prisoner until the return of Mr. 
Cecil in the evening. Meanwhile the 
mule indulged in riotous living and 
created great havoc in the oats bin 
and hay rack, so that when Mi\ Cecil 
returned'' home in the evening 'he re- 
sembled a derelict airship and was 
squeezed through the door with great 
difficulty; he didn't kick, though— 
he was ten fat. Th°- horses 'and cows 
were also guilty of improprieties to 
a greater or lesser extent, but 
the 


mule was the pivot around 
which 


everything- hinged. Mr. Cecil escort* 
ed the mule to Mr. ICoehler's domi- 
cile, called his attention to its gour- 
maiuHsli propansities and gouty 'con- 
dition and then hied1 himself to the 
city hall," where lie filed <the proper 
complaint. This morning the south

Koshler's interests and the mule's 
character, the city being represented 
by City Attorney Shainbaugh. On 
the stand Mr. Cecil denied that he 
made a practice 
rof driving neighbor's 


stock into his barn and holding it 
until the -aforesaid neighbors paid 
$1 storage fees. He also said gome 
very hard tilings about Mr* Koehler's 
mule. 
Mrs. Cecil 
then' took the 


stand and what she didn't 
say 


would be much easier to remember 
than what she did say. Mrs. Cecil 
is without the least question or doubt 
a most estimable lady and as a con- 
versationalist 
she is certainly en- 


titled to chair 1 in box A. At no 
time during the time she was on the 
stand did she appear to suffer from 
the least embarrassfment 
and was 


never at a loss for a woi'd— in fact, 
she had plenty of them on tap all the 
time and they shot the chutes so rap- 
idly at times th'rvt there was danger 
of a blockade. Her attorney, the de-

tried to interrupt her several times, 
but it wouldn't work.
